Corn and Cheese Souffle 


% cut butter 

% cup flour 

2 cups milk 

4 eggs, separated 

1 cup grated cheese 

2 cups sweet cannedcorn 

1 teaspoon salt 

Dash of paprika 

Few drops Tabasco sauce 

1 pimiento, cut .. strips 

Melt butter and stir in the flour, 
mixing to a smooth paste.

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Bigger The Egg 
Better The Taste 


During World War Two there 
were three men who acted as: food 
tasters for Great Britain—for the 
reason that the Government there 
wanted to get the best value for the 
hundreds of millions of pounds it was 
spending for food. Under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Hugh B. Cott of Cam- 
bridge University the three tasted— 
among other thigns—the eggs of 
eighty-one specics of domestic poul- 
try and wild birds, ranging from the 
hen to the wren. 


* = * 

The tasters ate the eggs scrambled 
and steam cooked. They knew noth- 
it g of what sort of egg was being 
served, and the standard they used 
to judge by was the taste of high 
grade hen’ eggs. 

It turned out that gulls’ eges didn't 
taste quite as well as hens’ eggs-— 
but somewhat better than guinea-hens’ 
¢ggs and a great deal better than 
barnyard turkey eres. 

A few birds that lay small eges 
were admitted to the “top group”; 
but on the whole the eggs of smaller 
birds were dismissed as relatively 
unpalatable. Among these were the 
eggs of the linnet, whitethroat, red 
warbler and blackcap. Worst tasting 
of all the eggs tasted were those of 
the wren. Eggs of “intermediate” 
taste came from the magpie, pheasant, 
domestic duck, swallow, blackbird, 
cowbird and catbird,

The cost of living in France is 
now just about 15 times what it was 
in pre-war days. The past year has 
been a drastically tough one for 
ordinary people. On paper the 
rations allowed to the French citi- 
zen doesn’t look too bad; but the 
trouble is that most of the rationed 
‘articles are almost impossible to 
get. And the disastrous crop fail- 
ure of 1947 produced an epidemic of \ 
farm hoarding — with foodstuffs 
being held back from the market 
until, at times, there was danger of 
widespread suffering, even starva- 
tion. 

In recent weeks however things 
have brightened “considerably. Crop 
prospects are exceptionally good, 
and food prices have stopped rising . 
and are expected to take a down- 
ward trend before long. And with 
ERP help coming through soon, 
the economic situation should be 
relieved, although it may be quite 
a while before the French people, 
as a whole, realize that it has. 

For the inflation has had. disas- 
troug consequences for the savings 
of many millions of thrifty French 
people, especially the white collar 
workers, who have seen their cost 
of living multiply itself 15 times, 
while wages and salaries didn’t in- 
crease with anything like the same 
speed. Government policy has been 
to remove price controls while keep- 
ing wages pegged. The rationing

Rhubarb — Serve 
It a New Way 


Frozen Rhubarb—Cook and mash 
through a strainer enough rhubarb 
to make a quart when finished. Use 
rhubarb with a pink skin if possible, . 
leaving the skin on. Add a cup of 
hot water and sweeten to taste. 
Cool and freeze as for sherbet. 
Serve in sherbet glasses with whip- 
ped creani.topping. 


Jellied Rhubarb — Put into a 
saucepan three pounds of washed 
and cut-up rhubarb to which half 
a pound of sugar, a scant cup of 
water, and the sliced peel of half 
a lemon have been added. Boil 
all together, adding’ a few sticks of ' 
cinnamon. When, the rhubarb is 
tender remove from the fire and 
strain. Have ready four tablespoons 
of gelatin soaked in a little cold 
water. Pour the hot rhubarb sauce 
over_this. Place in a méld and‘set 
in the refrigerator to harden, Serve 
with plain or whipped cream. 


Rhubarb Fritters—Make fritter 
deugh by mixing together two well- 
beaten eggs, two cups of flour, two 
teaspoons baking powder, half a 
teaspoon of walt an’ enough sweet 
milk to make a batter that drops 
well. Stir into this a cup of stewed” 
rhubarb, adding a little more flour 
if the batter seems thin. Have deep 
fat hot and fry the fritters in this, 
draining off any surplus grease by 
dropping them on absorbent paper 
when fried a nice brown. 


Rhubarb Brown Betty—Cover the 
bottom of a baking dish with a 
layer of rhabarb cut into short 
lengths. Sprinkle well with sugar, 
Add a l&yer of bread crumbs, season 
with butter and a Mttle cinnamon. 
Repeat until the dish is &lmost full. 
Pour over a half-cup of water. Cover 
the dish and bake for half an hour, 
then uncover to brown. Serve with 
favorite pudding sauce or with rich 
milk. 


Rhubarb Pie—Line a pie pan with 
rich crust. Sprinkle thinly’ with 
dry. bread crumbs. To one and 
three-quarters cupfuls of tender un- 
cooked rhubarb, cut into short 
lengths, add one and one-half cup- 
fulg of sugar, one well-beaten egg, 
and, half a cup of seedless raisins. 
Mix well and fill into the pie crust. 
Cover the top with a crust or with 
lattice strips. “Bake in a quick oven. 


You can add a. tablespoon of 


Rhubarb Sauce—Wash and pre- 
pare pink stems of rhubarb by cut- 
ting them into short lengths. Place 
in the top of the double boiler and 
cook until soft. Sweeten to taste 
and serve hot or cold as desired.

Argentine cattle was established the 
other day. The price was 58.6 centa- 
vos as against an average of 38 cen- 
tavos in 1945-46.

Alberta cattle prodicers, who 
are telling us that they cannot feed 
coarse grains at present prices to 
i5-cent beef and make ends meet, 
will wonder how Argentina ranch- 
res can sell for 6.3 cents a pound. 
Argentina is a South American 
country’ of just over 13,000,000 
people, mostly of Spanish déscent. 
It is a great livestock producer and 
has some 33,000,000 cattle and 44,- 
000,000 sheep as against our 8,000,- 
000 cattle and barely 3,000,000 
sheep. 


Being in the northern part of the 
South Temperate zone, it has no 
Winter feeding problem so far as 
livestock are concerned, producing 
them very cheaply on native grass 
of the range lands, called the Pam- 
pas, on alfalfa, and on rye and oats 
cereal pasture grown for winter pas- 
ture and used in much the same way 
as we use our cover crop while the 
native grasslands are resting. 


Canada’s only outlet for our sur- 
plus of good beef animals is the 
United Statés. Uncle Sam has of- 


fered us a quota of 400,000 head a 
year at a duty of 1% cents a pound 
liveweight. We had better forget 
dreams of the British market for 
beef and get down to a realistic 
consideration of the only worth- 
while market which is available to 
us.

Most orchardists try to keep their 
trees as low as possible, consistent 
with good yields, in order to make 
spraying and picking easier. Buta 
mah out on the west coast has gone 
even further. His trees have practic- 
ally no trunks at all. 

When he plants a pear or peach 
tree h. cuts it off, heading it back 
so that the three to five leaders 
sved are about eighteen inches from 
the ground. Then, when the trees 
mature, they are 1ever so high that 
he can’t pick th. fruit with eight- 
foot ladders. 

Yow about yields? Well, he has 
ten year old peach trees bearing 
18 tons to the acre.

Great Britairf 


At Scarborour in Yorkshire, the 
British Labor Party held. its third 
annual convention since coming into 
offic: back in July, 1945. Men and 
women’ connected with the move- 


ment gathered .ogether to take 
stock, int with pride, and air 
their grievances, .8 is the custom 
with Betist political parties. 

More than 1200° delegi tes, repre- 


senting something like five million 
Laborites, were in attendance; and 
as a New York correspondent pat 
it “The men at Searborough were 
no collection of street-corner agita- 
tors or Socialist soapbox orators”. 
They felt the sobering responsibili- 
ties of office.” j 
The mood that characterized the 
meeting was, in general, one of 
pride, Statements that full employ~- 
ment had relieved the working 
classes of fears of hunger that 
hauntec it since the industrial re- 
volution were recieved. with cheers 
and applause, In three years Labor 


_and Egypt, to say nothing of her 


had achieved nationalization of the 
Bank of England, of civil aviation, 
of transport, coal, electricity, rail- 
ways and overseas communication.

Government leadership was firmly 
in the saddle. But in spite of this, 
there are signs that Labor may be 
getting ready to make some conces- 
sions to the middle-class viewpoint. 
One of these was in Herbert Morrti- 
son’s statement that once the nation- 
alized programs already under way 
—gsuch as iron and steel—are com- 
pleted, nothing further along this 
line is contemplated. 


Such concessions point to the fact 
tat 1950 is not so far off — and that 
the heads of the Labor Party realize 
that when election time rolls around, 
it will need plenty of votes from 
outside its own ranks if it is to re- 
main in power. 


The Middle East 


While the British Government 
says it has no further interest ih 
Palestine except a9 a member of 
the United Nations, actually the 
British are still deeply involved, not 
only in the Holy nd, but in ‘the 
entire Middle East. 

There are, for example, Britain’s 
treaties with Trans-Jordan, Iraq,

John McCaffrey, prominent resident 
of Madoe Township, died in Belle. ille 
General Hospital on Thursday after 
an illness of two week's duration.

EXPENDITURE HEAVIER 


County Roads and Bridges system 


expenditure up to the Ist of May this 
year is $41.106 as compared to $40,- 
357 for the same period last year, ac- 
cording to the Roads and Bridges re- 
port. submitted to Hastings County 


‘Council on Thursday afternoon by the 


Roads Chairman, Deputy Reeve Har- 
ry Coulter, Hungerford. 

Approved road expenditure for the 
year is $172.000, apportioned $10,000 
to suburban roads and the balance for 
county roads and bridges. Of the 
county’s $162,000, approximately $15,- 
000 is for new machinery: $119,000 for 
maintenance, with the balance for 
construction. 

Snow removal costs last winter 
from Dec. ist to May ist, including 
plowing, dismantling, sanding and 
shovellimg, was approximately $14,- 
000. This figure, however, does not in- 
clude erection of snow fence last fall, 
-urchasing chemicals or stock piles 
and getting out sand. The committee 
purchased 5,000 lineal feet of snow 
fence with metal posts, etc. 

The 3 1-2 miles of road-mix laid 
last wear south of Madoc suffered 
more brenks than most other pave- 
ments. Adding up the broken areas 
ont about a total of one-quarte? mile 
has failed. The sharp deep holes can 
and are being repaired. The larger 
breaks cannot be repaired until the 
navement-is properly cured. So far 
onlv. comraratively | short. sections 
have shown signs of “creeping.” .

Seventy-eight years of age, and 
of mixed Dutch and French an- 
cestry, Jan Christian Smuts has long 
been known throughout South 
Africa as “tae old boss”. In the 
Boer War, 1899-1902, he fought 
against the British. Later on he 
held many portfolios — including 
those of Minister of Defense and 
of the Interior — in the new Brit- 
is, Dominion, the Union of South 
Africa. 

During the last two years” of 
World War One he was a member 
of the British War Cabinet, -and 
was a leading figure in post-war 
settlements. He helped write the 
League of Nations Covenant, then 

° 
yeturned to Africa to become the 
Union’s Premier from 1919 to 1924, 

At the outbreak of World War 
Two, Smuts got the Premicrship 
again, end put his country on the 
side "citain in the struggle with 
Hitler. His Government ruled over 
a population of between 11 and 12 
million. Less than a quarter of 
these are of white European descent.

Soviet propagandists in Germany 
are adding new vigor to their propa- 
ganda drive based on the theme of 
“German unity” — and the univers- 
al appeal of such a theme cannot be 
discounted.

war and as a springboard for an 
eventual attack on the Sovicts, in 
which case Germany would be the 
battleground. This touches the fears 
that every German has for the future.

Care of the Lawn 


A great deal of. the effort and 
money spent trying to get a fine 
fawn established can be largely 
wasted because of 
improper methods 
of mowing, Many 
gardeners are sur- 
prised to learn, 
t:o late, that 
shearing off the 
grass at a height 
of an inch or s0 
may cause enough 
damage to make expensive repairs 
mecessary. 

This is especially the case during 
the drought and heat of summer; 
bot even in miore moderate weather 
too short cutting prevents the de- 
velopment of a well-rooted stand of 
grass. 

Excepting lawns of bent grass, 
which need special handling, the best 
height for grass on the average lawn 
fs around two inches. An inch and 
a half should be the absolute mini- 
gum, This sounds much taller than 
#t actually appears; and this amount 
of top growth does much to en- 
courage the formation of deep, com- 
pact root systems, well able to with- 
stand weather variations, and thick 
enough to crowd out a lot of weeds. 

Encourage Weeds 

Cutting your lawn too short per- 
mits excessive growth of weeds and 
also leaves crowns and roots un- 
covered and so in danger of scorch- 
ing in hot weather. Almost any lawn 
may burn off a bit if the sun is ¢x- 
ceptionally severe but higher turf is 
much more resistant. : 

If not too heavy, grass clipping 
should be left on the lawn where 
they act as a light ‘top dressing.

shading the roots and adding to the 
humus content of the soil, In wet 
weather the clippings are often too 
numerous and require raking off: 
but even if lawns have to be raked 
in the spring few need it in the 
summer when the’clippings are so 
beneficial. 

And don’t expect to keep a lawn 
in good shape without a properly 
sharpened lawn mower. Dull blades 
tug at the grass instead of shearing 
it, and are particularly hard on a 
new lawn. The still delicate root 
systems may be considerably dam- 
aged with a dull mower altheugh, 
for that matter, evcn old lawns will 
suffer if the ground is moist when 
the cutting is done. 

Soak Garden Well 

Once planted and growing, about 
the only summer care the garden 
should need will be thinning, weed- 
ing and cultivation, If the soil 1s 
very dry and if at ali possible soak 
the garden once a week. Bear 
in mind that one good soaking, 
whether with veg¢tables, flowers or 
lawn, is worth a dozen sprinkles. 
A little chemical fertilizer applied 
carefully according to directions 1s 
also a good thing at this time. It 
will hurry along growth and with 
vegetables will increase tenderness. 

There is nothing quite like the 
thrill of being able to boast to a 
neighbor that your flowers or vege- 
tables are days ahead of his. But 


\there is also much solid satisfaction 


in having good and beautiful things 
from the garden long aftcr those 
next door are done. Perhaps the 
commonest mistakes of all amateur 
gardeners are planting too soon and 
stopping too soon. Plant another 
crop of carrots, beets, beans, spin- 
ach, Icttuce now.

Remember that the pectin 
recipes distributed by competent 
food authorities and by the pectin 
manufacturers, have been carefully 
tested—and are properly balanced 
for periect setting, Do not alter 


quuantities—do not double recipes— 
cook only for the specified time. 
And—having selected a recipe from 
a reputable source—do trust its oor- 
rectness, and mse the amount of 
sngar given. Pectin jams and jellies 
call for more sugar per cup of fruit 
than the old-fashioned recipes; but 
a pound of finished jam or jelly 
contains no more sugar than a 
pound made the long boil way. 


* * * 


Here’s why:— To “set”, a jelly 


must have certain definite propor- 
tions of fruit acid, frnit pectin and 
sugar. In the older method, it was 
necessary to boil the mixture until 
enough water evaporated to concen- 
trate the pectin naturally present in 
the fruit, to the point where the 
mixture would “jell”. In those cases 
where fruit is naturally rich in pec- 
tin (as for example, grapes and 
crabapples) this point is more 
quickly reached. When the fruit 1s 
low in pectin, longer boiling is re- 
quired—and sometimes there is not 
enough pectin to make a satisfactory 
“jell”, no matter how long the mix- 
ture is boiled. By adding commer- 
cial pectin—a concentrate of the 
pectin naturally present in the fruit 
the proper concentration is reach- 
ed very quickly, with practically no 
evaporation of the fruit juice . . >» 
and no loss of flavor! That ex- 
plains why you get more jam and 
fruit, when you use added pectin; 
it also explains why more sugar is 
called for, per cup of fruit, than 
for the old-fashioned method. Actu- 
ally, you use mo more sugar per 
pound of finished jam or jelly.

Don't be disturbed if some of 
your mixtures do not set the day 
they are made; the recipes take into 
account the fact that many jellies 
grow progressively firmer for a 
week to a month after they are 
made.

The Chinchilla Business in Canada 
$2,500,000 Invested in 5000 Animals 


What are the prospects for the 
Chinchilla business? Will there be 
money made from raising the furry 
ereatures—or are those who sunk 

. their money into them due for a 

terrific loss? This is one of the 

* Questions that iseof importance to 

_ hundreds of Canadians, who have 
invested something over two and a 
half millions in some five thousand 
animals — and also to the many 

' others who are thinking of putting 
money into the business. 

In a recent issue The Financial 
Post attempts to answer this ques- 
tion and to forecast in what direc- 
tion the Chinchilla business is likely 
to travel in future. 

One thing is certain—the article 
states — those pencil calculations 
that so many Canadians indulged in 
a year or two ago, where they came 
up with breath-taking profits of five 
thousand per cent in 10 years, look 
pretty, cockeyed now, 


Dollare—Or Sense? 

The mathematical problem went 
like this; 

If a pair of chinchillas produced 
another pair every year for four 
years, what will a person realize 
starting with one pair and selling 
them all at the end of 10 years at 
$50 a pelt. The answer — around 
$65,000 — js a problem in combina- 
tions and permutations, But now 
most owners know that chinchillas 
don't operate with such mathemati- 
cal precision. There are the all- 
important variables of birth-rate and 
death rate to contend with.  Be- 
sides, the price of pelts is likely to 
be closer to $25 than $50, many .fur 
manufacturers claim. 

Yet hundreds of Canadians are 
atill toying with the idea of buying 
a pair of chinchillas. Even if we 
were only 20% right, they say that 
wouldn't be bad on an original in- 
westment of $1,650 (current price 
for top-quality animals).

Ry : 
Promises Not Kept 

Many of them have to do with 
the verbal “buy back” promise 
given by some ranchers with a pur- 
wchase of chinchillas. When 
promise has not been lived up to, 
small owngrs who, for one reason or 
another, have been forced to sell 
back, have had to seck the open 
market. Since in some cases the 
animals for which they paid the 
top price of $1,650 a pair, have 
proven to be “culls” and no use for 
breeding purposes the unlucky 


owners have had to accept next to 


nothing. “They are in the same 
position as a man with a counter- 
feit bill,” E. W. White, president of 
the National Chinchilla Breeders of 
Canada says. “They've either got 
to pass it on to the next man dis- 
honestly or take the loss them- 
selves.” 


Willing to Gamble 


Proof that Canadians are willing 
to take a gamble on the ultimate 
pelting market—chinchillas are still 
too valuable to kill for pelts—shows 
in the sales figures of the two 
largest. companies for the year 
ended June 31, 1946.

A survey of several representative 
ranchers in Ontario where 60 breed- 
ers alone are offering chinchillas to 
the public indicates that an average 
increase from a pair of mated chin- 
chillas is 150% a year—for all ani- 
mals 100% a year. Active exchange 
of animals among ranchers for mat- 
ing purposes helps to take much of 
the risk out of the business, main- 
tains the birth rate and improves 
the quality, Individually females 
sell higher than males. Some ranch- 
ers will pay $850 for a pair of mated 
chinchillas. This is half’of an ori- 
ginal outlay of $1,650 for top quality 
matured animals, and they can keep 
on having litters for seven years, 
ranchers claim. 


Will Prices Keep Dropping? 
The trend for chinchillas

Furriers are pretty generally 
agreed that there will be an active 
market for the chinchilla coat when 
it is available. It has been proven 
that chinchilla is a good wearing fur 
despite its soft and fluffy texture. 
The extreme fineness of the fur—up 
to 80 hairs form one single hair 
follicke—makes for an exifemely 
light coat. A square yard of chin- 
chilla fur weighs approximately the 
same as a square yard of silk. “A 
three-quarter length, size 40 coat 
weighs two Ib. two oz. 

One of the fur’s most unusual at- 
tractions is the rich varying color 
effect given off by the three-color 
characteristics of the individual hair 
—gray on top, then white and fin- 
ally blue, close to the skin. 

In the final analysis, the sound- 
ness of chinchilla raising, whether 
as a business or as an investment 
will depend upon the market for 
chinchilla pelts in the fur industry.

In. 1947 Canadian per capita con- 
sumption of beef was 67.7 pounds; 
of Pork, 52.7 pounds. But when it 
came to Mutton and Lamb the fig- 
ure had dropped to a mere 4.8 
pounds. 

Our indifference to Mutton and 
Lamb, according to The Industrial 
and Development Council of Can- 
adian Meat Packers, may be as- 
cribed to several causes. The avail- 
able quantity is limited; it is not 
on the market every day; and prices 
are so much above beef levels, as a 
rule, that most folks look on lamb 
as a luxury dish. 


But undoubtedly one of the 
greatest limiting factors in the de- 
mand for lamb has been the gen- 
erally low average quality’ of our 
domestic product as compared to 
the New Zealand or Australian 
variety. Almost continuously the 
market offers a premium for blocky, 
well-finished ewe or wether lambs 
weighing 80 to 90 pounds alive— 
and almost continuously there is a 
shortage of same. 


Canadian hog men have gone a 
long way in eliminating unsuitable 
breeds and producing a near-ideal 
market type. Perhaps something 
similar might be done as one of the 
first steps in revitalizing the Can- 
adian lamb trade. 

a * * 

With prospects of especially 
heavy crops in the strawberry and 
cherry areas, according to the On- 
tario Farm Service Camps, pickers 
are urgently needed. Unless at 
least 500 more girls are willing to 
undertake picking and other essen- 
tial tasks there are liable to be great 
losses of both fruit and vegetables. 


There will be steady work, at 
good rates of pay, for the entire 
season for all girls sixteen or over 
who wish to spend a happy and 
pleasant summer working on fruit 
and vegetable farms and living at 
one of the comfortable and well- 
appointed Farm Service Camps, 
which are operated under the Y.W. 
C.A. supervision, and which make 
adequate provision for re¢reational 
and social activities during off-duty 
hours. Camps are already open at 
Thedford, Cottam, Ruthven, Wat- 
“erford, Huttonville, Oakville, Clark- 
son and various points in the Niag- 
ara Peninsula, and all are far short 
of their required number of girls.

For the last two or three years 
there’s been quite a lot of talk about 
holding back on grain for fattening 
cattle—that is, giving them only 
half or two-thirds of a normal feed. 

A test along this line was made 
at an Experimental Station in Kan- 
sas. Twenty head of steers were di- 
vided into ‘two lots. One lot was 
given full feed of grain, the other 
only two thirds as. much. The 
steers that went short on grain got 
about twice as much corn silage 
as the others. Both lots received 
the same amount of protein and 
limestone. 

What was the difference in their 
grades after the 180-day testing 
period? None at all. Eight steers 
in each lot graded choice, and two 
went good. The steers that were 
full fed gained 59 pounds more, but 
they ate 17.6 more bushels of grain. 
The silage total was three tons for 
the limited-grain steers—about half 
that for the others.

It isn’t only when they're out in 
the fields that insect pests help you 
to harvest your grain crops. They 
do a lot of that after the grain is in 
the barn; and here are‘some of the 
things you can do to foil them. 

i. Clean your empty bins thor- 
oughly before refilling. Spray the

3. Have*your grain as dry and as 
free as possible from broken kernels 
when you store. 


4, Inspect stored grain at least 
once a month. . If bugs are working, 
fumigate. Use a ready-mixed ethy- 
lene dichloride-carbon tetrachloride 
solution. It won't hurt the grain, 
but watch out for fumes.

Faulty Cars 
Major Peril 

Some timely advice is handed out 
to motorists by the Ontario Dept. 
of Highways in the admonition that, 
for safe and pleasant driving, it is 
well to keep in mind the importance 
of the mechanical condition of the 
cars they drive.

one , it is difficult to deter- 
mine from a Sff®ehed car just what, 
if any, mechanical defect may have 
caused the accident. Also a car 
owner who has, say, faulty brakes, 
is often loathe to admit it after they 
have caused him to get into an acct- 
dent. Nevertheless, 12.per cent of 
the convictions for violation of the 
Highway Traffic Act last year were 
for the operation of defective motor 
vehicles.
